FORMS OF INSANITY, 

There are people who are -perfectly 
sane. on évery. subject except those in 
which money is’ concerned. - Such..per-. 
sons deny-themselves and those nearest 
to them of the plainest necessities of life, 
toil early and late, beyond their strength, 
in extreme old age, even when they and 
their heirs: aro beyond the poasibility of 
want; or constantly worry. about’ the 


future, liviug in continual fear of the poor- | 


house ; or iucessantly count and- recount 
their. posseasious, under the appreliension 
that they are slipping from their grasp ; or 
commit the greatest extravagances in 
| useless directions while denying thernselves 
of daily comforts: A common symptom of 
this form of insanity is to, imagine oneself 
to be poor even in the imidst. of wealth. 
Most of the eccentric wills that now- often 
attract the public attention are the creation 


dwelling on matters of finance; and it is 
just to assume that our institutions. of 
charity are considerably indebted to the in- 
sanity of the rich for some of their most 
important legacies, [ knew o man, of 
education and rare ability, who, for along 
buinber of years, hoarded a fortune that he 
possessed, in order that he might leave it 
toa number of benevolent societies. That 
the amount at his disposal might7be as 
large as possible, he scrimped his wife, his 
children, and bis servants, even in the 
minutest acts of expenditure ; imposed on 
| the hospitality of friends and.tbe forboar- 
ance of his kinsmen ; and, in short, by his 
: lifelong acts of meanness, made his name 
8 byword and a rapruach wherever hé was 
known. Yet during most of these years he 
was actively ougnged in responsible duties, 
‘and was justly regarded as a ‘man. of unua- 
nal ability and attainments ;-and not until 
his later-and declining years did his friends 
ever suspect that he ‘was a monomaniac, 
My. own view is, that from the first, his

THE RUSSIANS ON THE AMOOR. :. 
A recent number of Harper's Afagazine 
furnishes some interesting information: re- 
garding. the present condition of the Rus- 
sians on the Amoor,.. Thesettlementof the 
Amoor was offected in mucli the same man- 
ner as Mahommed Toghluk madly attompt- 
ed to transfer the population: of Delhi to 
Dowlatabad in the Decoan, but with a mora 
Bticcessful issue. --Whole colonies. of Cos- 
sacks, men, women, children and‘house- 
hold gods. were moved from their-homes 
and settled at distances varying from 100 
to 500 miles.. The settlements are placed 
-from ten to thirty miles apart, with a view 
to affording convenient coaling depots for 
ateamers rather thin to the suitabjlity of 
the soil or locality for settlers, ‘The houses 
are-arranged with wilitary precision, Some 
of the villages bave been accidentally settled 
in fine ‘agricultural districts and magnificent 
grain cropa are raised.’ ‘So successful have 
the settlers proved in growing grain, that 
Government consider that the local supply 
will equal the demand for naval and mili- 
tary purposes. - In 1866 there wore twanty- 
two steamboats in actual gervica, and two 
or tliee-new ones nearly ready. Righteen 
boats belonged to Governmont, and tho rest 
to privato parties, either Russian or foreign 
merchaits, Only one of the number now 


made in America, England, or Germania, 
and sent to. the Amoor to be, put together, 
At present the sottlements include a. popu- 
lation of about forty thousand, of which 
one-eighth is at Nicolayevsk, the oldest and 
most important town.’ The’ valuable for- 
eats‘of cork, mahogany, birch, pine, spruce 
and elin, .with masses of vines and thick un- 
derwood, seem to, possess greater attrac- 
tions for the buntor than the woodsman, 
but it is highly improbablé that the Rus- 
sian Government will long overlook such a 
source of wealth. A species of tiger, class- 
ed by naturalists with our Bengal animal, 
is ofton -met with even as far -as north as 
35° North latitude, Deor and other four- 
footed gamé are also found in great abund- 
ance.
